EoNDON, Fob. 2^,— The Lord Mayor pre- 
sided at a meeting In tho Maolon house for 
the parpose ql ralalng a fund for the pur 
ohaae of Caclyle'a houee. Among those who 
attended was Ambassador Bayard, who paid 
an cloquonb and touching tribute to the 
memory of Carlylo. A nambar of others 
spoke in praise of Carlylo. 

An Odessa dispatch Bays tho town of 
ICoutohab has been swallowed by an earth- 
(luuke. Several thonsand people perished. 
This ia believed to be another version of the 
oartSiquakos reported some time ago in the 
town of Kuchaiiin, by which two thouaand 
people wore reported killed. 

A Paria cilaputch suya in tho doputiea to- 
day tho reported iniasncro of Freucli troops 
on tho African Gold Coast was denied. A 
deputation of tho deputies and aonatora oill- 
od on the niiuidtor of aj^riculturo to doy and 
demanded tho prohibition of the importation 
of American cattlo. 

I'ho Ruasittu imperial miuialor of Snanoo 
purpoeea encouraging the production of cot- 
ton in liuBsia, Growers are to recoivo work- 
ing oupital as loans and apioners and woav 
or6 aro to obtain tho moans cf purchasing 
the cotton when produuod. 

Tho general usaembly of tho Gorman 
oBambor of commerce has adopted a resolu-

WASHINGTON'S BIRTHDAY. 

It Is Heartily and Knthusiaatlcally Celebrated 
In Ohlcado. 

CiiiCAtiO, Fob, 22 — Waahington's birth- 
day WH8 celebrated by the citizens of 
Chicago on a more elaborate scale than its 
predecessors except; for the forced absence of 
the military parade, which haa bean part of 
the birthday celebrations for tho laat twenty 
years. 

Tho roaaon waa that tho Logialaturo has 
failed to appropriate tho money needed to 
equip tbe Chioago brigade of the National 
guard with great ooata, the old onea having 
been made unpresentable by railroad strike 
duty. Aa in recent yeara tbe union league 
club took the leading part In arrang 
ing the oelebrationa in tho public 
eohools, the patriotio exerolaes at tho 
auditorium in the afternoon, when Arch- 
bishop Ireland was the orator, and at the 
Union League club at nighb. Oratory, pa- 
triotio ipeechoa and feasting were joined at 
tho latter event. At Grace Epiacopal church 
there was a brilliant gathering of clergy, 
mombera of Loyal Legion, and of the lllinoia 
aooioty, Sons of American Revolution. 
Biahopn Hale, of Cairo ; Mcljaren, of Chioa- 
j^o ; and Seymour, of Springfield, wore 
among thoao wno took part In tlio special ro 
ligious services. Bishop Seymour delivered 
tho oration. Little buaineaa waa transacted 
in tho city. 

HABDENINU ABUOB PLATES. 

New DiBcovory of the Krnppa— Information 
Gained by Recent Oriental Ezperiencct. 

Berlin, Fob. 22,— Vice Admiral Hol- 
mann, eecrotary of tho Admiralty, was in 
tho budget oommltteo of the rolohatag to- 
day during the diicuasion of tho naval esti- 
mates. Ho told the deputies that tho 
Krupps had diaoovored a now hardening 
process wbloh materially IncroaBod tho ro- 
aiating power of armor platoa. Tho testa of 
armor prepared by tho new procees had 
ahown remarkable results. Ho opoko also of 
the information gained by tho admiralty from 
tbe naval operations in tho war ia the East. 
Of all the foreign oilioera applying for per- 
mieslon to aooompany the unlneas fleet, he 
aald, the Oermana alone were allowed to in- 
apeot the war veuela minntely. 



BOHDANOFP'S FUNEEAL. 

Bemalns of the Husslan Secretary Who Com 
mltted Solelde Laid In the Grave 
'With Simple Ceremony. 

Wasuington, Feb. 22.— As a result of a 
cable communication with his relatives in 
Mosoow, tho remains of Pierre BogdanofT, 
first soorotary of the RusaiaQ Legation, were 
to-day quietly Interred in Rook Creek come 
tery, In this oity. Mr. Bogdanofi', 
who was suffering Intenaely from nen 
ralgia, shot himcelf aa already reported 
leaving a note aaying that for a long time 
he had been a dead soul and found the body 
too heavy a taak. Ho had thoreforo de- 
stroyed himaolf. What mystery, if any, 
lay behind this tragio taking off is probably 
buried with him. The note which he loft 
for bia relativea has been forwarded to them 
unopened. A prieab of the Greek church 
came on from New "York and oondnotcd at 
tho house of the deoeaaad the aimple coro- 
monies, which under the oironmatanoes wore 
all that could poaaibly be observed. Prince 
CantaoB^ssDe, the Ruaaian minister, all the 
membera of tbe Ruaaian legation and many 
other diplomats attended the aervisea, but 
only a few personal frionda followed the re- 
mains to tbe grave. 

FBANCE AND ENGILAKD. 

Tho Marquis of UuU'erln Says They Wore 
Never lloro Friendly Than Tliey 
Aro nt Present. 

Vaiuh, Fob, 22,— The Mitquia of DufTerin, 
liritish ambassador to Franco, made tho 
principal apoeoh ot tho annual baiK|uat of 
tho British Chamber of Commerce this even 
log. lie aaid that, deapibe certain current 
oritioigma from which ib might be Inferred 
that Franco and England were taking 
antagonlBtic courses in politics, there had 
never been a timo ainoo his arrival in Paria 
when the relations of tho two countriea were 
moro friendly and mora obviously concilia- 
tory on both sides. Ho cited as an illustra- 
tion tlio recent convention as to Siorra 
Laono, which, ho remarked, showed oloarly 
tho reciprooivl desire to dlaouaa international 
questions in a just and generous apirit. Tho 
convention should bo regarded, he thought, 
ag a most favorable omen of the settlement 
of other stubborn qneationa wfaioh were 
awaiting international treatment in Africa, 



AGBABIANISU IK GEBUANT- 

The Kaiser Will Hake Extended Beference to. 
It in Brandeabare. 

LoNPON', Feb. 22. — The Standard correa- 
pDndont in Berlin says: "The Emperor 
visited Chancellor Hohenlobo to-day and 
conferred with him two hours. It ia under- 
stood that His Majesty intends to make a 
long speech to the Brandenburg provincial 
diet to-niorrow, dealing with the agrarian 
movement, and this Is believed to have 
been tho main theme of his diioueaion with 
tho Chancellor. The tenor of His Majeaty'a 
remarks probably was indicated by Dr. von 
Boettlohor'a speech in tbe general asaombly 
of the German chamber ot commeroa. Dr. 
von Boebticher warmly commended the 
treaties of oommeroe and thanked hia bearera 
for Bupporting the goTernment."

HOT 8FRLN&S SWEPT. 

ElzH Lives Known to Have Been Lost and 
Many Persons Mlsslner. 

Hot SrRisc;s, Fob. 22. — A groat fire is 
raging in this city. Eight persona aro re 
ported to have boon burned to death. The 
fire originated in tho buainosa portion of the 
city and spread rapidly. At 10 o'clock, 
four hourb after the lime the flimea were 
dlaoovered, every buslnesa house and a num 
bar of boarding housee and residences were 
burned, It ia now known that eli;ht people 
have perished, and it ia believed tbac ttiiu 
number will be exceeded. Tho victlma thus 
far aro che inmates of boarding houses. A 
nnmbor of hotels are threatened. The 
gneats are panic stricken and are hurriedly 
leaving. The loss will exceed a million 
The fire was nnder control at 11 o'clock, 
Ten business houaes, twenty-fivo dwellings 
and fifty bath houses were burned. The 
hotels are out of danger. Twenty porsons 
aro now reported missing and throe aro 
known to bo dead. 

The fire was in the eontheastern part of the 
city whore boarding housee abonnd, and in 
an hour three women had been burned to 
death, six boarding houses, several store- 
honaes and fifteen cottages, in all worth 
$100,000, had been swept away, Charles 
Ledgerwood first saw the flames and In bis 
efforts to extingnisb them neglected to 
warn the people in the neighborhood. Moth- 
ing was heard of Mrs, Soannon until the fire 
waa over when her bones were found in the 
aabes of her house. Mrs. MoLeod waa a 
ga^at of the Liolede boarding house. She 
waa aroused, and with her husband started 
out of the houao, but before reaching 
tho door romomborod some jowolry and 
returned for it, afiainet tho advico of her 
husband. When aho atartod back she found 
her way blocked by tho flimea. Hor 
husband tried to reach hor and almost lest 
his life in tho e2ort. She endeavored to rush 
through tho flimea, but foil down in iho 
midst and perished. Tho remains of a 
colored woman w»a found in a partly saved 
room in tho houao. 

Mr. and Mrs. Browneon, of Missouri, had 
a thrilling escape. They lived on tho third 
fljor of tho Quiohit boardinghoujo, and 
when aroused found the house wrapped in 
fitmea, esoapo by tho stairway being cut otT 
They ruahod to tho windows and cried to 
the people below for help, but none oould ba 
giveu them. She tied aoveral shoots and 
blankets tOE;othor, making a rope long 
enough to roach down to the window below. 
She went down first, entered the sec- 
ond floor window and esoapsd by the 
back etalrs. When her bnsband reaohed 
the second floor the stairway was blocked 
by flames and he had to jump. He received 
severe bruises, and the woman's faande wore 
badly luoorated in sliding down tho rope. 
Twonty-eight buildings wero burned, Inolud- 
inp! fiftoon oottapea of an agcjrogato value of 
$25,000, Tho boarding houses destroyed 
aro tho Quachita, Illinoia, Laclodo, Missouri 
and Bloomington. Each of those was worth 
$5,001) with conteata. Thron hundred men, 
women and oliildren woro driven to other 
quarters for lodj^ing, and mast of thorn lost 
all their clothing.

Yesterday, before Mr. Jnstiae Walkem, 
the Sticknorth areon case opened In tho 
Speedy Trials court. Wm. Sticknorth is 
oharged with having set firo to the houao on 
John street, Victoria West, oooupied by 
him on tho 20;h January last. Mr. Goo. E 
Powell appeared for the crown and Mr. A, 
L. Belyea for the defence. 

Tbe first witness waa William Dick, Slick - 
north'a next-door neighbor. On the night 
that the fira took placs this wltneaa hoard 
tbe rattling of tina in Stioknorth's house, 
and through the window of the kitchen 
saw flames and the shadows of three 
men in tbe room. Fifteen, minutes later he 
saw that the house was on fire and turned 
in an alarm. 

Chief Deaty, of the fire department, stated 
that after the brigade had oxtinguishod tho 
lire be fonnd on examining tho promises that 
firoB had been started in four different plcoea 
in tlio houte ; the contenta of the atraw 
niattreeses had been strewed about, and tho 
evidonoea of inoendiariam were strong. The 
place, too, had but littlo furniture icfc in It 
He would not value all in tho house at $75. 
He then related how Sticknorth, when qaes 
tinned by him, had told difierent and contra 
diotory atoriea. 

Mary Van Volson, more commonly known 
as " Dutch Annie," stated that aho had sua 
peoted a fire would take place, booauao tho 
men who lived in the Sticknorth houao gave 
her goods lo store for them. Sticknorth had 
confessed to hor that ho had oauued tho 
fire by upsotting a lamp with his foot, and 
cried and said he was sorry that tho whole 
place had not burned down, as bo feared 
trouble with the insurance company. The 
wltneaa caused considerable amusement by 
her replies In croaa-examination. She had 
formerly been friendly with Sticknorth, but 
admitted that abe did not at prsaont feel 
exactly woU diapoaed towards him. 

J. Coltart deposed that there waa $500 
inaurance on Stioknorth's furnitura in the 
United Fire Insurance Company, and that 
Stioknortli, after the fire, had dtmandtd 
the fnll amount. 

The case at this point waa adjourned till 
this morning at 10 o'clock, to allow of the 
insurance policy being produced.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
§120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re- 
ceipt of its Revenue for the Year 
1895. 

WiiKKEAB by virtue of the Municipal Act, 
1892. and Amondlng Acta, ovory municipality 
may under tho condltlonx contained therein, 
borrow from any person snob earn ot money 
not exceodlcg, boweror, an amonnts equal to 
serenty-flve per cent, ol the amount ot taxes 
coUeoted during the prevfons year (1891) ot tbe 
sum that was levied that year by a gonoral 
rate upon land, improvenionta or ruol prop- 
erty In the muntoipality, and bearing such rate 
ot interest as may bo requisite, to moot the 
current legal orponditnro of tho Corporation, 
which bocomoa payable out of tho annual 
revenue betoro tho revenue tor tho year be- 
comes pfiyable by the tax payors; 

And MTHERKJiB eerenty-flvo per cent, ot the 
amount of taxes Upoo land. Improvements or 
real property, oolleoted during tho year 1891, ot 
I the sum that was levied that year by a gonoral 
rate upon land, Improvemonts or real property, 
was 812l,3i)0,13 ; 

And wnKRKAs to meet the current leg^ ez- 
penditure ot the Corporation ot the City of 
Victoria tor the jrear 1885, payable out ot the 
annual revenne, before such revenue for snoh 
year beocnues payable by the tax payers. It ia 
roqnisite! tor the said Corporation to borrow 
tho sum ot $120,000; 

TnKiiKFORB tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts aa 
foUowa ; 

Sec, 1, It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria, by tho Mayor and tho 
Finance Committoo thereof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of the said Corporation from any 
person or persona, Arm or flrma, corporation or 
corporations who may bo %vllling to advance 
tlio Bamo, tho sum ot S120,COO, in such amounts 
and at euoh times as subject aa hereinafter pro- 
vided tho same may in tho opinion Ot the 
Mayor and the Finance Committee ot the 
Council be required, bearing interest at a 
rate not oxceediog five per centum por annum. 

Sec, 2, The money so borrowed shall bo ex- 
pended in defraying tho current legal oxponsea 
of the said Corporation for tho year 1893, and 
shall, together with tho intercet thereon, be 
re-payable and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thereof, on or botoro the Slat day of December, 
1895, ont of the mnnloipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec, 3. Tho amount so borrowed and interest 
thereon shall bo a liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion payable out of the munioipal revenue tor 
current year 1895, and the form of obllRatlon to 
bo given as acknowlcdgmeni) oC such liability 
shall be a promissory note or notes to the said 
lender or lendanaBthesums maybe rcqolrod, 
signed by the Mayor and the ElnanoeOommlttee 
and the Clerk of the aaid Corporation, and 
bearing the seal of the said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall be made payable on or bo- 
tore tho 3l8t December, 1895, and shall contain 
a clause that tho liability of tho said Corpora- 
tion Incurred by said promissory note or notoa 
shall be a liability payable out ot the munioipal 
revenue tor the ourrent year 189S. 

Sec. 1, In tbe conatmotlon ot this By-law tho 
oxpressions "Land" and "Improvomonu," 
and " Real Property," shall have rospectively 
tho moaning given to thorn In tho MunlclpcU 

Act, isy2, aud amondmonts thereto. 

Sec. 5. This By-law may bo cltod aa tlie "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1895."

Arrival of Another Befngee— What 
He Knows of tbe Existlngr 
Sitnatlon. 



Aifairs at Dianioad Head— Attitude of 
Lilinokalaui— The Deported 
SaspectB. 

Port Townbend, Fob. 22. — The aohooner 
Faritan broughti up a Hawaiian refugee, 
Jainea Fralknec from Hooolnln as a atowa- 
way. HU oonnaotion vith the reoent up- 
rUlng was anoh that he waa glad to eaorifice 
his intaroits and flee from the Islands, not 
even taking a chnngo of clothes. Ho admit- 
tod that he wus aaaooiatod with the Koyal- 
ista and was well up in their counoils, hut 
deaied parttoipatlog in their reoent troubles, 
On the other hand, he waa arrested no lees 
than seven timea within a month previous 
to his departure. The oharges, ho said, 
wero based on the pretext of hio inability 
to iiquidnte a persoual obligation. Ho 
established suoh :i defence na war- 
ranted hia acquittal In each inatanco. 
(Ehe day after (Jliurleu L. Carter, the Ha 
wallan patriot, was killed, tsyo more war- 
rants wore iBsutd for Fiuilkner'a urr'.'at, of 
which ho received pronialuro warning, and 
ho smuggled blinuiilf aboard the ooiioonor 
Puritan and sailed for Puget Sound, VVhou 
two days out at sea he made himself known 
and paid his passage, $15, to this port. Tho 
offioera of the vessel believe that Faulkner 
ocjoyod tho utmost oonfideooo of the io 
Burgenta, and waa oognizintof moat of thoir 
plana. 

" It was never tbe intention of the real 
leaders of the late rebellioo, aside from 
Robert Wilcox, Paul NenmaD, «x-Marshal 
Wilson and a faiv other personal friends of 
tho ex-Qiieen, to relnatate her on tho 
throne," said Mr. Faalbuer. "Tbo whitrn 
wiio insiatod on the j^siarreotion distruai^od 
her and knew that aho would betr»y her 
best fricud on the slighteat temptation. 
There waa a ring within a ring, whioh can- 
trolled the eaemics of the government. 
When the rebellion waa about broken llio 
ex (Jueon and lier advisera learned of the 
duplicity whioh waa being prooticed upon 
them. They wero highly incenoed and that 
was tho real cau^o or foundation for her 
prompt abdicitlou Iii favor of tho proviaional 
government. Sho ia a ahrcwd, calculating 
woman, and to brook tho iLfluenco of her 
betrayers with tho natives ebo thought it 
adviaable to renounce tho throne. 

" Charloy Carter, one of tho moat promi- 
nent and highly esteemed young lawyers of 
Hawaii, was brave-hearted and a staunch 
supporter of the present government, and by 
his earnest advocacy of loyalty to the new 
ropublio iocarrod tho enmity of the insur- 
rectionists. When the trouble began Carter 
begged of the military authorities to be 
allowed to accompany a detachment down 
to Diamond head, where a crowd of rebola 
were in biding. Several of them were bis 
former aoHoolnnateB and he oaloulated on hii> 
old-time it doenoe to get them to surrender. 
Ibey bad reached a native dwelling when 
Carter noticed aome natives wliom he knew 
skalklog behind a boathonie on the beaofa. 
He atarted down the walk to meet them and 
when balf-way tho reports of three rifles 
aimnltaneouBly rang oat and Carter fell to 
the ground mortally wounded. 

" No leas than 1,600 riflea and 1,000 pis- 
tols, with ample ammnnition were taken to 
Honolulu on a vessel whose laat name ended 
with '■ berg ' and another schooner, which ia 
as yet free of Buapiclon, and I have no de- 
sire to involve her in this matter. Hardly a 
third of the arms havo been found and I was 
told before leaving tho islands that the re- 
mainder had been aoourely cached and 
would be used in Bome future rebellion, 
which aome of the loaders hope to arouoe 
and enlist tbe support of the Japanese, 
Chlnoie, Portngneae and other .foreign ele- 
Ksnts. 

" The real object of the acheming, cun- 
ning loaders of the plot, who wero using tho 
Queen and hor frienda as oatapaws, waa to 
overthrow the government and reinstate 
thomaelves in fat, lucrative offices. Person- 
ally, although an American, I caet my dio 
with the royaliata and loat, and then real- 
ized that I was supporting an irretrievably 
lost cause. Then, naturally onongh, too, 
the government, to get rid of mo, began a 
system of persecution and I was glad of tbe 
opportunity to atoal away from the islands, 
abandoning what little property I owned 
and leaving Hawaii forever, after a continu- 
ous reeidenoa of fiftoou years." 

Mr, Faulkner said thoro was no doubt 
that Spreckela and his sons contributed tho 
funds that purchased the arms and ammu- 
nition. He said tbe government bad good 
oaaea against the three men who were ban- 
iahed from the country and eonc to Vancou 
ver recently. Coneerniog the alleged plot 
to blow up a church with bombs, 
Faulkner aaid it was a lie. Tho 
bombs were to be thrown into tho 
birracks near Washington place, and in 
tho police BtatioD, thus demoralizing the 
govcrnmenl'H forc's, Tho man who made 
bombs, a blnekoniit^h ncmed White, h.i8 
siiicu bncn iirrcnted, urid by the ccnfcEsionu 
c f aonio nutivcB isn t .xcc-ptiomillv utrong case 
wuB miulo out uguiiiat. him. With roferenco 
to expo^irlg iht; plot, Mr. Faulkner auid the 
govornmoct, ciiiployiid » dizcn ahrcwd, 
aharp men, who v.oio iinahlo to learn uny- 
tliiiig of the inflido worUinca, liut it re- 
mained for a hnif wilted bummer around 
town to iii.-oidc'!it:illy lenru of tlio tinio and 
place for llie n h diion tn cnmrneiicf, i.nd l-.o 
inforined t he gf v .riiiiion'., which waa iheru- 
by enabled to nip tho movement in the be- 
ginning.

Paris, Feb. 22,— The trial has been oon 
eluded of the representatlvoa of the preas of 
this city charged with blackmail, and acn- 
tenceo wore prniiounced. M. do Cler, of tho 
Xinetecnth Conlury, waa condemned to fif 
eon montha' imprioocniont and a tine of 'JOO 
francs ; M. Girard, minagor of tho Niun- 
lecnth Century, and M. Heftier, two yearn 
in prison and l.OUO franoB fine each. M. 
Camille Dreyfus, a former member of the 
chamber of deputies and lately poHtlcal 
director of the Nation, one year in priaon 
and 600 frcncs fino ; M, Kdouard Poatalis, 
formerly director of tho Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, five years' imprieonment and 6, QUO 
franca fine. The arreat and conviction of 
tbeae men grew out of the unearthing of a 
gigantic scheme of levying blackmail upon 
tbe managera of all oualacs and gambling 
clubs in France.

London, Fob. 22. — Lord Roaobery'a ad- 
ministration haa paaned ouooeaafuily through 
a storm which its opponents thought would 
overwhelm it, and whioh many of its frienda 
believed would require the moat akillfnl 
atateamanshlp to weather. Deapite the prn- 
diotions cf the.Conaervative peers and the 
more or leas badly disguised jears of the 
Liberals, tho government came out of the 
contest with flying colors, and with a ma- 
j.:)rity that surprised even those who would 
at no timo admit there was a chance for de- 
feat. 

The motion that precipitated the danger- 
ous situation was made by Sir Henry James, 
formerly attorney-general in Mr. Glad- 
Etono'fl cabinet, but who abaudonod tho 
Liberal party vn tho bringing forward of 
tho Irish homo rule Echomo. By standing 
order No 15 c f the House cf Ccinnious, a 
member may move for tho adjuurnmeut ol' 
the house for the purpose of discussing a 
matter of public importanoo. Taking ad- 
vantage of thia order. Sir Henry to-day 
moved adjournment in order to call attention 
to the import dutien on cotton, recently de- 
Ided upon by tho govcrnmeut of India, 
It is claimed by many of tho manufic- 
turero of Manchctter ami other cotton con- 
trea in Lancashire that tho imposition of 
this duty will havo a moat ecrioua tlT.ct on 
their busineao, and thoy deairo th.T I[i\perial 
government to iutorforo for their aboli- 
tion. Tho cotton interest in strongly 
reproBcnttd in l^tho houac, and when tho 
notice of tbo motion waa given it waa con- 
jectured, not only by many ConHervativo 
papers, but by some of the st.iuuch Liberal 
organe, that tho government, whioh io bo-,uul 
to oppose tho aeuired ohaiigo, would bo 
overthrown by the Lmoaohiro party, in com- 
bination with Conservatives and Liberals in- 
tereatcd in the cotton trade. The Parnel- 
lites, too, were expected to cast their votes 
against the government, but the result! did 
uot boar out the hopes or fears of the politl 
c:tl parties, for by a majority of 195 the 
Kostbary ministry repelled the attaoka of 
ita assailants. 

This result was In a measure due to the 
attitude of Mr. Gosobeo, who, though 
Liberal Unionist, dealb with the question 
in a opirit of great fairness toward tbe 
t'ovorninent. Ho auggoatcd tho holding 
of a conference in order to remedy the 
deficit in India, for which purpoee tho 
cotton in)port duty and tho exceaa duty 
on cotton wero laid. When the division 
oumo to bo taken on the motion it; waa found 
that a large number of Conaorvatives and 
Libural Unionists, ar.d alao several mcmhora 
ri^prcoentlug Laneaehire diatricte, went into 
tho government camp in a body. Among 
those who voted against tho government 
wero Right Hon. Joseph Chuiiib-;rlain, who, 
it ia said, was responsiblo for tho publishing 
of iho motion. Kiron R;ith3ohild and sov- 
eral other Liberal Uiiioniaia i.bjt:i\ined fr.ni 
voting. 

Daclabhai N'lcroji, and Ki^l Indian, wl i 
representa tbo ooncral division of Finabuiy 
In tho Liberal Interest, warned tbe opposi- 
tion that if tho motion wero adopted tho 
firsfi nail would be driven into the cofBn of 
British rule in India.

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OHIBF JUSTIOB DA VIM. 

The annonnoemeni) of the appointment of 
the Honorable Theodore Davie to the office 
of Chief JuBtioe of British Columbia is made 
in this morninti'a special telegram from 
Ottawa. The news will not be a surprise to 
our readers, for it has lately been generally 
nnderstood that the office would be offered 
to the Attorney'Ganeral and that be would 
aooepb it. We feel oonfident that Mr. 
'Davie's elevation to the hit;h and 
Tery important office of Chief Jue- 
tioa will be heartily approved by 
the people of the Province of all classos, 
creeds and profeBaions. He has won u high 
repntation at the bar, and he has shown in 
every position in which he has been placed 
that he poasessos a keen and a powerful In- 
tellect and an executive ability of no com- 
mon order. His capacity for work is ex- 
traordinary and his energy is untiring. It 
used to be thought that a man was not St to 
b« a judge until he was almost an octogen- 
srian, but in these days ib Id con- 
sidered that the more vigor both of 
mind and body that a judge can bring to 
Ilia work the better. Conseqaently compar- 
atively yonng men are now placed on the 
Benob, and with the beab results. The 
Hbn. Mr. Davie is comparatively a young 
man — the youngest man, we believe, who 
baa In Canada ever oooapied the position of 
Chief Jaattoe. Bub hia youth, ao far from 
being a dlsquallfioation, will enable him to 
do the trying and ezhanating work of his 
offioe with little injury to himself and with 
the greatest posatble benefit to the public. 

Mr. Davie commences his career as jadge 
under circumstancos singularly favorable. 
It would, we believe, be Impoanible to get 
another man In every way so well 
qualified to perform the duties of 
Chief Justice of British Columbia, 
and we are fully convinced that 
hia career will, if he li^os, more than fultil 
the expectations of his greatest admirers 
and hia warmest frlonds. We heartily con- 
gratulate the Hon. Mr. Davie on his eleva- 
tion to the very high office he baa been ap- 
pointed to fill. 

THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 

Attention in the United States ia, wo see, 
being turned to the constitution of the Sen- 
ate. Ai every State ia the Union, whether 
Ib is large or small, young or old, well-peo- 
pled or aparooly inhabited, has tho privllego 
of Bending two members to tho Senate, that 
bqdy cannot bo said to bo a ropreeontative 
one, or anytliing liko it. When a rough 
and raw State, poor from every point of 
viow, haa aa inflaential a voioe in deciding a 
qneation that afFeots every part of the Re- 
publio as the oldcat, riohest and most popu- 
ions State in tho Union, how oan tho action 
of tho Sonato be mudo to harmonlao with 
fahub of the House of Keproeentativoo, 
which fairly represents the whole people, and 
how can the people of the United 
Sbatea respect the decisions of a body 
■o constituted! Aa matters are now 
two or three ignorant, selfish and corrupt 
men, who are not In any respect qualified to 
perform the datioa of Senators, can when 
parties are evenly balanced block the legia- 
Ution of Congress and bnlldoae it into ao- 
oepting that which does not meet the 
approval of tho boat men in Congross 
of either side. On currency questloni), on 
tho wise Bottiomont of which the moat im- 
portant Isauoa depend, the crunks and 
boodlors of tho Senate have the power to 
kaep the whole eoontry in a eondition 
of auapensB and uncertainty which 
Ia moat injurious to its welfare. 
It ia fortunate that in tho present crisia the 
President hafi tho powor to act indepond- 
ontly of the Sonato. If this wore noc tho 
oaua it is hard to toll in what condition the 
bnelneaa of the United Statea would bs to- 
day. There are men in the Sedate who 
Itave neither ability nor patriotism, who 



take narrow and aelfiah views of the moat 
important qBe«tioni,Mid nfho are deaf to all 
appeala to reaaon or love of obnntry. When 

ib is considered that bheso men are the acci- 
dents of the Constitution we are surprised 
that the people continue to tolerate them. 

The question of free coinage is one of 
the very greatest importance. A canvata 
of the Senate shows that there are 21 atatea 
for free colnaijo, 17 againat it, and S are set 
down as doubtful. Tho Oregonian says : 
" The forty-eight members who support free 
coinage represient loss than two-fifths of tho 
population and lesa than one-fifth of tho 
properly of the country, and lesa than 
chreo-sevenths of the electoral oollege in 
which presidents are ohoseu. The repre- 
sentation to the Senate by Stains malcoa its 
action less cxpreaaivo of tho will of tho peo- 
ple than that of any other body or depart- 
ment in our ayatem of government, , . . 
The aeventeon States which adhered 
untquivooally acd finally to the Gold Stand- 
ard contain 34,415,000 inhabitants. In the 
twenty-one opposing States there are but 
22,522.000. ... Tho test of wealth 
shows a preponderance still more strikingly 
in favor of aotind ourrenoy. According to 
tho oenaus the seventeen Statea which atand 
for a stable standard of value report capital 
ol all kinds amounting to $5,065,000,000, 
tho twenty-one oppoBing return but 594,'f,- 
000,000. This prepoadoraooo also would bo 
increased greatly by the changes certain to 
be made in the div'doi}3:ate8." 

It la hard to believe that these very great 
discrepancies will be tolerated very muoh 
longer. Intelligent pooplo in the United 
States have lost all reaped for the Senate as 
a body and tho fantastic tricks of some of the 
Senators whose powor in tho State is ridicu- 
lously diaproportioned to the number of citi- 
zena they represent may, one of these days, 
provoke really patriotic men to agitate for a 
reform in the constitution of the Senate. 



INDIA VS. LANCASHIBB. 

Ib will be inferred from yesterday's tele- 
gram that the subject of the India cotton 
duties is looked upon in England as one of 
very great importauce. It is also an inter- 
esting question as indicating the progress 
that haa been made in the useful arts of late 
years in that great dependency of the Em- 
pire. tThe qneation la a commercial one, and 
it is rather between India and Manoheater 
than between India and Great Britain. 

As our readers know, cotton has been for 
some time grown in India for export. The 
raw cotton waa annt to England and manu- 
fskctured there, Tho manufactured cotton 
was sent back to India to be used by its in- 
babitanta. 

After a while it occurred to some onter- 
priiing Bast Indian, native or resident, It 
does nob matter whioh, that the cotton 
grown in India might as well as not be 
manufactured where it waa raised. There 
waa plenty of oheap labor in the country, 
and as cotton ia very extensively used as 
clothing by the native population, there 
would be a home market for all that could 
be made. Factories were therefore built 
in India, whioh in time turned out large 
quantities of the coarser kinds of cotton 
cloth. The Manoheater manufacturers, it 
may readily be imagined, were not delighted 
at the change that had been effected in 
India, bub they could hardly object to tho 
Eisb Indians manufacturing and weaving 
their own cotton. 

The Indian Government, like govern- 
menta everywhere in these days, was badly 
in want of money. The pooplo were taxed 
to the utmost and still the rulers of India 
conid not make both ends meet. In their 
extremity they asked the British Govern- 
ment to be allowed to place a duty of five 
per cent, on imports. Permission was 
given. Then the diaoontent of the Lan- 
cashire manufiioturera found a voice. They 
declared that Parliament had taken from 
them one of their beat markets and de- 
manded that the five per cent, duty on cot- 
tons bo taken off. The Government refused 
to listou tu their request. 

The Government of India wanted money 
as badly as ever and could not do without 
the five per cent, duty on imports. Then 
the English manufacturers demanded that 
an oxciee duty bo placed on cotton yarna 
spun in India. Tho Imperial Government 
seems to bo of opinion that the countorvail- 
ing oxoiao duty migiit bo Impoeod on thoeo 
kinds of cotton goods made in India that 
oome into competition with English oottona, 
" Tho Government of India appear to be op- 
poaed to that propoaal, but accept it on tho 
ground aa atatod by tho Indian Finance Min- 
ister that tho Secretary of State had decided 
and that tho Government of India was bound 
to carry out bis orders." That Government 
evidently believed that " those who are 
bound they must obey." But its members 
wore by no means convinced of the reason 
abloness or the justice of tho demand mado 
by the Mnncheater manufacturers. The 
pobition of tliu Indian Govornmont soome to 
bo that "if a countervailing excise duty is 
laid on the Indian cotton milla in favor of 
Manoheater, then a similar ezolae duty may 
bo fairly claimed by British manufacturers 
to bo laid on tho Indian woolen ^Illp, tho 
Indian leather factories, tho Indian cloth 
lug fuotories, and on every sort 
of goods produced in England. It 
fa very evident that those who reason in thia 
way are in the right. It can be by no meana 
shown that according to tho oternal fitness 
of things India ia to be kept no matter 
at what aaorifioo of its own intoreata as a 
preserve for tho Brillah manuf joturera. 
There are natives of India who are 
atrongly of thia opinion and they are by no 
meana backward in oxproosing ib. They eeo 
that the Britlah colonies have tho right to 
frame their own tariffs in such a way as their 
inhabitants regards as moat conducive to 
their own intorosts and they cannot aeo why 
India should not have tho same amount of 
freedom. 

Thia then waa the Bnbjeot whioh Sir 
Henry Jamea on Tbnraday tried to force 



npon the House of Commona — '* Shall the 
intereati of India be Baorifieed for the profit 
of the Lanoaahire .mannfaotuirera. " Unfor- 
tunately the text\of Sir Henry Jamea' reab- 
lution wag nob aent over the wire. The vote 
upon it was clearly not a party one for tks 
mojority against ib waa very nearly .tw» 
hundred. 



PROTHOTIOS MBANS PROGRESS. 

Russia, since it has adoptad the policy of 
protection, has improved its condition in a 

very roiniukublo manner. The following 
par^>grji])li on L''rot(:otion in Rueaia ia from 
the Sau Friuoiiico Cbrcn'o'e : 

Tho London Times nf January 16, discuss- 
ing tho report of the Rutaian Finanoe Min- 
iater nn tlie industrial condition of Rnssia, 
remarks : *' M. de Witte is a firm boliever 
in protection, to which he aaoribea all the 
improvement of recent years in Busaian in- 
daatry," The Chronicle long ago noted the 
fact that the industrial progress and the fin- 
ancial ease of Russia date from tho time that 
country began to aystomatically encourage 
home manufactures by carefully laid protec- 
tive duties. Russia bad for many years bo- 
fore the adoption of her protective polioy 
collected high duties, bub it was only after 
she began to carefully discriminate against 
competing articles that an inipulso 
was give to homo manufivcturoa. Tho 
London Tiineadoca not agree with tiio RuBsian 
Finance Muiister that protection ia roaponai- 
blo for RuBuiau progroaa, but aaoorta Itiac 
"it happong in niouD ciaea that improvo- 
ment) coinoa dirootiy from tho utiliz.ktion of 
groat natural ruaourcca, cuuh us iron, uoul 
and petroleum. Such utilization ia a souroo 
of wealth, however carried out, but it m'ght 
have been yob more rapidly and succoaBfuily 
performed had oomniuroo been free to take 
its own course," Ib is jast here that the 
theoretical free trader ond tho protootioniata 
dioagree. Tho latter contend, and they 
have all tha ovidonoo on their Bido, that no 
matter how greot tho natural recourcoa of a 
country may be they cannot bu urilized 
when aubjeoted to tho free competition of 
oountriea with highly developed industries 
and vast acoumulatlona of capital. That 
was tho experience of the United States be- 
fore the proteotivo era, and Rueeia was 
(quttlly unable to utili<;9 her immense re- 
sources until auiliaionti protcotion waa ac- 
corded home industries to pub them on an 
equal footing with those of other nations. 



ULA KW SETTLED IT. 

Mr. Charlton, M P., has, it appears, been 
trying to convince the electors of Ontario 
that if the Liberals are returned to power 
they will be able in some way to get for 
the people of this Dominion unrcstrlotcd 
reolprocity. He holds that Canadians can 
get unrestricted free trade with the United 
States without adopting the United States 
tariff. The Mail and Empire, commenting 
on Mr. Charlton's remarks, says ; 

What authority Mr. Charlton haa for de- 
claring til it wo can secure the unrestricted 
blessing and yet enjoy tariff freedom it ia 
ditfioult to say. But, certainly, if Mr. 
Blake is anything of a statesman, Mr. 
Charlton must bs in ^rror. No point was 
made more emphatically by Mr. lUake In 
bis West Durham letter than that which as- 
serted the utter impossibility of a thorough 
reciprocity whioh does not deprive ua of the 
right to say upon what articles our taxes 
shall be levied. That the withholding of 
Mr, Blake's opinion on thia subject until the 
eleotion had been concluded was honcat 
some of ua may be inclined to doubt. But, 
honest or not, it certainly had tho effect of 
mduclng many eleclora to vote under a mia- 
approhenaion that tho pari y took no pains 
to deny. Mr. Charlton cannot expoob to re- 
vive this iniaapprehenaion now. Too com- 
pletely hua it boon sot at reat by a gentle- 
man who, howovcr miataken he may have 
boon inj hia pulijy, certainly alwaya told 
tho truth aa he underatood it. 



WIIATS WRO^iO: 

What is tho moaning of the report of 
the selection of Sir Olivor Mowab to 
load the Ont»krio LiberaU? Have the On- 
tario Grits lost confidenoe in the lady-like 
Laurier ? Do they want aomeone to lead 
them who oan make plain atateraenta on 
simple subjects?

After an extended 
tour with the Duko of Buoaleugh ho retired 
to his native home, where he spent the next 
ten years in retirement engaged on the 
great work of his life, 'iDquiry Into the 
Nature and Causes of the Wealth of Na- 
tions.' Ho had already published ' The 
Theory of Moral Sentiments ' and a ' Dis- 
sertation on Modern Laognsgea.' Bat the

I ivill, therefore, u&k you kindly to insert a 
few lines in your paper in our favor oonoern- 
ing mail service for this plaoo, aa ib will be 
Almost nobearable for us to b« sealed up in 
this sbope for any length of time. 

Over two hundred letters are waiting for 
conveyance, and aa much or more muab be 
on the road to us, but we cannot get 
it. Tbo reason I know sot, m 
we were promised the mall at! least 
once a month. Some of these days we will 
probably got a ounce to go out to ^amn 
with our mall bo uo to got it off with the 
next atoanier ; but than wo don'D know 
when wo ahall boo a return iia long aa Ihiu^a 
are aa at present. Most of the colouiata 
are well pleased with Bella Coola and are 
thinking of bringing their families out in 
the spring. 

Tho weather baa been very nice thin win- 
ter ; tho tempsraluro hue novor hev.ii below 
zero. Now wo have hud a mild apcU with 
Bomo ruin, that has taken moat of tlio snow 
away, and wo look for an early ppring. 
However, four of tho to! tiers havo givon up 
and return with tho tirat oonvtynnoo. I 
boliovo their chief reason ia the eeclmion of 
this place, with nob much ahow for commun- 
ication. I, for my part, think that every- 
thing will be oorreotod, aa near as can bo, in 
the near future.

trbe following are the delayed commuol- 
cabions : 

Bella Coola, Jan. 16. — The winter has 
reached us in great style. For three days, 
commenoiog on January 7, it snowed oon- 
tinnonsly. Tbo new snow moasurod thirty 
inohes, and together with the old over 
three feet. On the evening of the 0th a 
very light and mild rain oommenced, and is 
keeping on, and if it keeps on like this a 
day or two more the snow will be mostly 
gone. We have had a spell of eomowhat 
cold weather, The Ihermomotor at ono time 
(January 6) registered four degrees above 
zero, the coldest so far this winter ; but wo 
have novertheleas onjayed tho winter very 
much ; it has been aummer as compared 
with the winters we ure used to in Minne- 
sota and Dakota. 

For those who lived in tents nearly up to 
Cbristmaa it was probably not aa pleasant 
aa it might have been ; but they did not 
complain much, and now they are 
all comfortably settled in E;ood log 
hcuees. Partiea of from four to six 
have olubbed together in building houses, 
and they will keep on building until each 
man has a house on hia own land. It ia a 
pleasure to observe tho unity exiating among 
ihe ooloniats, and if tho present concord can 
be preserved the colony cannot fail to suo- 
oeed. A meeting of the colonists was held 
on Jaaaary 5, to discuss qaestlons concern- 
ing the prosperity of the colony. 

A oommittoe of two were appointed to 
negotiate with tho railways concerning 
accommodation, as some of tho colonist have 
decided to bring their families out hare nexb 
May. A party of from thirty to forty, 
inoluding children, will then arrive here. 
The health of the settlers baa been very 
f;ood, no one has been slok bo speak of. 
Oae, John Salveson, anfiered with a felon in 
one of his bands ; bub is now getting better. 
Wishlag my fellow ooloniats success through 
the toils and troubles they may meet, I will

Bella Coola, B.C., Jan. 7. — Snow, snow, 
nothing but enow in Boila Coola at present. 
There are now over three feet of that white 
substance on the ground, and about tho same 
quantity in tho trees, ready at any moment 
to pounco down upon tho unwary traveller, 
thue making out of door life unaafe for a 
while. Chrietmaa— gnod old Christmas — or 
at least hia shadow, haa made a visit to 
Bella Coola. New Year also came with ita 
bright hopee. May tho future not dash all 
our anticipations to naught, and only re- 
mould without teuiing down tho uir-caatlea 
wo built btforo leaving our old home I 

Two mouths have v. e been horo now — too 
short a lime to make ua thoroughly accli- 
mated — luiboient, however, to mako ua 
somewhat i.cunatomed to the now conditiona 
nndcr which we are to atrugijlp. Indeed, 
Bella Cofla, with ita ewiftly fli)w 
ing river, ita gigantic enow-capped 
mountaina towering high above a valley 
covered with lofty (ica and codaru, could 
but produce a Btrikiug t fleet upon ue, com- 
ing aa we did from tho troeiets, level 
prairies of Dikota and Minnesota. How- 
ever various impressions this sudden ohango 
at first produced upon the different minda, 
I think the most apparent waa that of de- 
pression, a fooling partly caused by the rainy 
weather. 

Happily this feeling wore off little by 
little, and as the clash of the rain died sway 
the merrier sound of heavy axes echoed 
tbroughont the valley, and many a stately 
tree had " to bite the duit " to give room 
and material to the iiowcomorB' humble 
oabina. livorytliiug ucemod to work 
smoothly ; the river, however, nourly suc- 
ceeded in giving a tragic tint to our first 
winter's stay hero. Two expedition partiea 
of adventuroua upirita tried to go down 
tho river on rafta in order to evade tho long 
tiresonio tramp back to camp. Aa could bo 
oaaily forotcen tho rafta ooon oanio into col- 
lision with an.ige, and Iho raftainon wore 
glad to sacrifice tl.oir guna and other pro- 
visions to got auhoro alivo. Kafc-I7ial.;inp was 
now abandoned for canoe-building, but I be- 
lieve that in thia particular the Indiana aro 
Buporior to tho deaceudanto of the Vikingo. 

Far aa wo. in mattera of river navigation, 
may have degenerated from our uea roving 
anceatorB of old, wo are aiil! philoaophcra 
enough to find conio'atioa in tho famous 
saying of Charlea XII : " Thny muat boat 
US till wo learn to beat tlieni." 

Tho colonists aro, an fur ua our monthly 
mail service allows, eagerly watching the 
proceedings of the legislature to learn to 
what extent the government intend to carry 
out their promise of giving Bella Coola a 
wagon road. The weather so far has been 
fine, juab cold enongb to keep the anow dry. 
I think, nevertheless, that rain is liable to 
occur during any part of the winter season.

ALASKA BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

To TiiK Editoii :— In your interesting 
article of tho 17 th inatano on the Alaaka 
boundary (juoation you state that in 1825 
what ianow known aa Behm oanal was then 
unnamed. Thia, I think, ia on error, aa 
Vancouvor states iu the narrative of hia ex- 
ploration of thia Coast, 1792 to 179i, vol. 
II, page 368, that he examined, in August 
179,'i, this arm of the aea himself and named 
it Behm oanal, ** to oommemorate the 
mighty obligationa conferred by Major 
Behm, a Russian ofSoer, on the ofiicers and 
crews of the Resolution and Discovery 
whilst at KampEohatka in the year 1779." 
Captain Vancouver was an ofTicer in the 
Resolution. 

I quite agreo with you, and I think any 
impartial reader of the treaty will do tho 
same, that thia channel, Behm oanal, was 
meant when the boncdiry was first defined 
I consider the words " extend to tho north 
along the obannel as far as the point of the 
oontinenb'wliere it strikes the SG .h degree 
north latibade," entirely do away with.' tho 
assumption that Portland canal waa bhe bpnn- 
dary intended by the framers of the treaty. 
The statement " extending to the north, 
oto.," very clearly points to Behm'a canal 
beioi; the Southern limit of the boundary ; 
aa the waterway of which thia arm is an ex- 
tension does extend always to the north, 
from the south point of Prince of Wales is- 
land to the 56th parallel of latitude, and no 
farther. 

Portland canal does not extend to that 
parnUol by some milea, and, aa you ulao 
point out, thio lino of demarcation would 
httvo to extend duo oast ,")() miles before the 
lino came to tho " ohivnnel " extending to 
tho north. Readers of Vancouvoi'a vt'yago 
will nolo that hia Portland canaldoco not ex- 
tend to tho oea iit all ; it joins a larger inltt 
unnamed by Vancouver, and thia inlet, 
when the treisty of 1S2.") waa drawn up, wna 
Btill uniiaiiied, and I liavo b'/on informed on 
good uuthori'y waa only named of late yeara 
Portland inlet, by eomo unknown pcreon in 
tho hydrographio department of tho Admir- 
alty ; iu tho same way Waloa island, on the 
north side of the entrance to Portland inlet, 
received its name.

BRITISH FBEE TBADE. 

To the Editor : — There is so much mis- 
conception as to what this means that per- 
haps a few words may nob be thrown away 
on the subject. Taxation is carried on in 
England in thi? way : Whatever article 
pays a duty, in passing the customs from 
abroad, baa to pay the same duty in exolse 
if produced at homo. For Instance, spirits 
pay tho same duty at the customs and as 
excise. Tobacco manufactured abroad, liko 
ping tobacco, cigars and cigarettes, pays ae 
nearly as can bo calculated the aamo duty 
when made at home aa if imported in the 
manufactured state. In the case of unman- 
iitaotured tobacco, tho dutj' on tho importa- 
tion ia arranged to allow for the waate in 
manufacturing only. On thia principle — and 
it ia tho only free trade principle— machin- 
ery made at tho Albion Iron Works would 
have to pay the same duty if produced here 
aa if imported. In tho farming buainesa it 
would mean that butter made in Canada 
would pay the same duty if made at homo 
as if imported, It would be well, then, if 
our so called free trade party would say if 
they want that, if nob they are not free 
traders.

OLD AND NEW STYLES. 

To THE Editor :— Just aevcnty years ago, 
this month, the treaty regulating the Alaska 
boundary between Great Britain and Russia 
was made and signed at St. Petersburg, on 
the 28th and 16th of February, 1825. The 
dual date is written in the form of a vulgar 
fraction, with 28 aa the numerator and 16 
as the denominator. The 28eh day is called 
the now style, was used by the British 
plenipotentiary, Stratford Canning, and the 
16th day the old style, was used by tho 
Russians, the Count do Nceseilrodo and 
Pierre do Polotioia. The difiference of twelve 
days in the dates ia accounted for by the 
change which was made in the Julian man 
ner of computing months and days as es- 
tabliehed by Julius Cicaar . Popo Gregory 
XIII changed the calendar taking off ten 
days in 1682 in order to bring back tho ver- 
nal equinox to the eamo day aa at the time 
of the council of Nice, A D. 325. This In- 
cluded tho method of adjusting the leap 
years so as to harmonizo the civil year with 
the aolar, and also the time of ii^aeter and 
the moveable feasts according to cpochu.

Success of the New U. S. Loan Stlmn- 
lates tbe Confidence of 
Investors. 



Beginning of Better TInies-Dun's and 
Bradstreet's Circulars-Some- _ 
yfbit Conflicting Opinions. 



New York, Feb. 22 -R. G. Dan k Co. 
to-morrow will aay : " The surprlalog sao- 
0818 of the new loan, and the great oonfi- 
denoe it hag given to inveatora on both aides 
of the water and to buaineaa men here, 
encourage mnny to hope that it may bo the 
beginning li real recovery. The failures 
for tho firat luUf of February ahow liablll- 
tioa of $5,050,986, againat §3,534,072 last 
year. Of manufaoturing oonoerna the lia- 
bilities were $1,592,319, againat §3.749,845 
lant year ; and of trading ooncorns, $.'1,55;),- 
019, ogainst 54,703,7-19 laat vo^r. Tho fail- 
urea this wook liuvo boL'U .'!U°J in llio United 
Statea, agalnal 2S8 last year, and in Canada 
36, againat 51 last yoar. 

Bradatreota will aay : " Thn oxporta of 
wheat from both ooaeta of the United Statea 
are naturally amaller than usual for a week, 
owing to the holiday, the total amounting 
to 1,808,978 bushela, againat 2,572.000 
baahela last week, 1,730 000 buehela in the 
aatne week a year ago, 2.590,000 buehela two 
yoara ago and 3,307,000 buahela three yeara 
ago. Country ordera received at tho prin- 
cipal centrea in tbe provlncea of Ontario and 
Qaebeo are of moderate volume only. Tho 
reattltB of last year's buaiueea aio unfavor- 
able in many inatanoea. The outlook thua 
far is not partioalarly favorable. In Nova 
Sootia trade is quite dull in all lines. Now 
Brnnswiok advices are that the heavy snow 
fall in the woods oheoks lumbering opera- 
tions. 

In hia circular dated New York, Feb. 16, 
Henry Cknva aiiys that tho wook witntaaed 
little changn in tho apcoulative uapccta of 
Wall etreet buslnesa. Thoro hua been, how- 
ever, a good deal of earnoot thinking, and 
on somewhat more cheering linea. Tho fin- 
ancial claaa have oeased to wait on congreES 
and centre their hopes upon tho conauinma- 
tion of the eyndicato loan. The cffeoD of 
tho negotiation upon pricoa waa merely 
fraotional, aimply booiuae apoculators have 
become eo disheartened aa to be almoot in- 
scnaiblo tu any sort of BXoitiu(< iDcldonl. 
Feverlhelc-D, the longheaded loadera are bo- 
ginning to fo>el that aonietbing of real im- 
portance has come over investment and 
speculativs interoata, when the Rothachilda 
and other great foreign bankers have come 
to tho reacuo. 

It ia eially conceivable how the world'a 
leading bankers may regard the reetoration 
of American dnanoes as a great atep towards 
the revival of coafidenoe and enterprise 
throngbout the world at large,— a fulcrum 
for lifting uniTerBal oonfidenco to a higher 
elevation. Upon tltia asaumption we may 
ref>ard the purposes of the Syndicate as 
probably extending mneta beyond the' mere 
terms of their oontraot, as meaning, in short, 
a purpose to stand by tfais government until 
it's finanoes are placed upon a lars and per- 
manent fonndation. Wall Street is scenting 
this sort of signifioahoa in the bond transac- 
tion, and may soon draw very enccuragini; 
conoluslons therefrom, aalculat«d to develep 
a much healthier tone in tho financial mar- 
kets. The failure of the House of Bepre- 
eentatives to adopt the gold loan bill is a 
moat dieerscoful miecarriage of legialation, 
humiliating aliko to oongreaa and the nation. 

Tho firab half of President Cleveland's 
administration certainly proved very 
diaaetroua to the buaineaa and labor in- 
teroata of tho country, as it waa full of 
object letaona of a drastic character. Tho 
President baa now commenced on tho laat 
half of hia terin of ofHoo, and thoro are not 
wanting indioationa that his policy will be 
to reatore confidence ao as to bring bnok u 
return of proaperity. Hia objoot leaaona 
hereafter will bo directed to tho memuora of 
coogreaa and not to their conatituonta. Thia 
is one good reason for tbe belief that tho 
winter of our distress will pass smoothly 
into a oheerfnl aummer.

No formal nation on this mat- 
ter waa taken, aa thoro are poriling before 
the logialuturoa of many atatoa, billa pro- 
viding for tho neodod roviaion of 
tho libjl lawa. The following rosolu- 
tbn in relation to tho rotiromcnt of 
Jaa. W. Soott, the outgoing preaidimt of tho 
association, waa adopted ; " Rtanlved, 
thit the niemhora of tho American Nowa- 
papor Publiahore' Aaaoolation, in oonvontiun 
aaaombled, join in extending grcoiioga and 
congratulations to Jas. \V. Scott, on the 
auDoeaaful outcome of the negotiationn which 
giivo him control of tho C!hicago Horuld, 
C'hio'igo I'oal and Chicago Times." 

''Rojolved, that this aiaocialion take 
this occasion of tho retirement of Mr. Scott 
from the presidency of thia asaociatlon to 
record its full appreciation of the groat en- 
ergy and zaal which he haa alwaya nianifeat- 
ed in promoting its welfare during tho paat 
six years, in |whioh he has rendered such 
eminent services." 

*' Resolved, that a copy of these resolu- 
tions be transmitted to Mr. Soott with the 
heartfelt thanks of alL"

GERMANY'S TOBACCO TAX. 

Another (iround for Iho United Attft,ck» of 
DemocratB, Iliidlcala and Antl-SMfiiltes. 

Berli.v, Feb. 21.— Count von Posdowsky, 
Beoretary of the Imperial treasory, intro- 
dnoed the new tobaooo tax bill In the roich- 
stag today. The bill ia atoilar in 
most reapeota to the one laid be- 
fore the deputies last year. The 
principal alteration is the reduction 
of the eatimated revenue by about 13,000,000 
marka. The greater part of tho revenue 
under the now bill would bo raiai d by im- 
port duties on foreign tobacco. The defeat 
of the bill ia aupposod to rest with tho 
clericals who oa principle oppose meuauros 
likely to render tho Imporiai government 
less dependent upon the individual states. 
To-day, Deputy Mueller, olerioal deputy 
from Fulda, spoke for the party. He oaro- 
fdlly abstained from dtfiaing the olerioal 
attitude to the hill and advocated its refer- 
ence to a apeoial oommittco. 

The Social Dsmoorats, Ridicala nnd anti- 
Semites attacked the bill, saying that it 
threatened thousands of German tobacco 
workera with idleness and want.

Arrive From Coast Trips WitU 
Interestiiig: News Badfjets.

Three of the steamer Miaohiefsorow were 
under arrest when the veaael returned to 
port from her monthly Weat Ccaat trip yes- 
terday morning. They wore the cook, 
James Hunter, and two deok hands, Alexan- 
der Begg and Charles Thome. The three 
were in charge of Constable McKenna, who 
arreated them at Claycquot for selling whis- 
key to Indiana on two different oocaalons. 
To aubatantiate the acouaationa two of the 
Indians who received tho liquor came down 
on tho Mischief and gave evidence in the 
provincial police court against the accused. 
Hunter pleaded guilty, the other two claim- 
ing innocence. The three, however, were 
given the option of three months impriaon- 
ment or of payinft. a fine pt $50 plua the 
costs, amounting to $40, on the flrst oharge, 
but on the second each was aentenoad to 
three months incarceration. Before the ar- 
rests were made by constable McKonnu 
Capt. Footo held an investigation aboard 
tho Btcamer and found that Hunter had 
sold liquor to Indiana at Nootka Sound. 
He haa been informed of it previously and 
had intended miiking un cxainplo oaao of it. 
On enteriDK tjuatsino Sound the Miachiof 
paoaeil ihrough a herd of 50 seals. Tho 
weather vv^a fine and H.M.S. Pheasant, 
now at Ettiuimalt, was lying at an- 
ahor. The Norwegian ooloniata wore 
found in HioUittt-e piii tially settled on their 
locatinns. Hickittto ia about bIx milea from 
Coal Harbor, tho original location of tho 
coloniata. Ii; ia a bettor agricultural spot 
than Goal Harbor. Tho Misohief brought 
lo tho colonista a big mail, among which 
waa oorreapondenco from Iheir friends in 
Dakota, announcing tho latter'a Intention of 
coming to this Coast to live, Tho steamer 
waa delayed four daya by bad weather, two 
days Ehe spent at Het quoit and two at 
Kyuquot. iMearly all the aealiug fleet wore 
apoken on tho cruiao, but with tho exception 
of a few they are alill waiting for their In- 
dian crows and are meeting with conaider- 
ablo delay in securing them, this being the 
eeasou of potlaohoa. The Maud S has gone 
to sea, and the Triumph and Sapphire 
left Cluyoquot in tow of the Mischief for 
tho sealing grounds. The Beatrice ia at 
Chucklisel j the C. D. Rand, Oicar 
and Hattle, Anmie C Moore and Walter I,. 
Rich at Ahouiat; the Favorite, Fawn, 
Aurora and Otto at Kyu(|mt ; the May 
lialle at Newchathiz ; tho Knterprlao at 
Ahuttezal ; tho Saucy Lisa, San Jose and 
Florence Smith at Nootka Sound and the 
Ainoka and Libby at Heequot. The Koth- 
erine bad just left Euoulet, from which 
the Dora Siowerd Bailed about ten diya ago, 
while the Teresa and Mary Taylor ore at 
San Juan. Tho latter ahipped her first 
consignment of seal skins to this city on the 
Miechlef. She has been ao far south as the 
Columbia river and haa aucceeded in secur- 
ing 81 skina. The ODto, which was reported 
at Kyuquot, has secured her crew but ia de- 
tained from going to aea by a aick cook 
whom it is feared ehe will have lo take to 
Victoria. As a paaaonger for part of the 
way home the Mischief carried J. Robinaon, 
cnok of the May Belle, who diaembarked at 
Sooke, 

THE MAUDE ABBrVKS. 

Oil from EuQulot comprlaad the only 
freight which the steamer Maude brought 
In from tho Weat Coast last evening. She 
arrived at about eleven o'clock and brought 
besides cargo aome half a dozen paesengers. 
The principal sealing newd which the steam- 
er brings, ig that the Bohooner Maude re- 
turned to Village lale a few daya ago with 
M akins. She had been sealing two days ofT 
Carmanah Point and had put back to Village 
Isle for shelter. The sealer Emma FoUtz, 
of Neah Bay, which went aahore at Long 
Beach some time ago, haa been taken to 
Clayoqnot by eleven Indiaui!, who for their 
services received $110 aalvngo. Some excite- 
ment exists at Clayoquot over tho find by 
Mr. John Maherof a now coal vein.

THE U. S. LOAN. 



Ill tho Oiilnloii of tho "Times'' It Waa 
Almost too Great fi Success. 

Lo.NDON, Feb. 22.— Tho Times will say 
to-morrow: "The United States loan has 
been almoat too great a auooeaa, for there is 
danger that it may encourage the Amerioana 
to think thoro was not, after all, any need 
of alarm for tho position of the treasury 
threo woeka ago and thero Is no 
necoaoity to reform the currency. Tho 
succoaa of tho loan ought nob to 
blind anyone to tho fact that the loan was a 
necoasary Expedient to get time to carry out 
reforma and was not the reform itaelf. It ia 
no permanent remedy for the malady from 
whioh the treaanry auffera. We hope that 
tho tew months' security now aeeurod will 
bo used by tho oxocutive and congresa to 
place the currency system of the United 
States ou a lound basil. For this pnrpoae 



the withdrawal of a large part, if not tho 
whole of the outstanding greenbacks, is an 
eaaential preliminary." -'' "i 

ARMENIAN HOEEORS. 

Details of the Grimes of the Turks— No Law 
and No Justice. 

Boston, Feb. 22.^A letter referring to 
the maaaaore of Armenians just received by 
a resident of thta city; who, for obvioua rea- 
aona, doea not wish hia name mentioned, is 
of great interest, because of having been 
written from a part of Turkey entirely re- 
mote from that whence tho letters hitherto 
published have come. lb indicates a most 
deplorable state tf affairs. Under date of 
January 11 the writer says : 

"The extraordinary quarantine precau- 
tions taken by tho hitherto immovable Turk 
with regard to cholera, that waa atlU far 
away, have now been explained by tidinga 
that have come from Mooah. There ia very 
strong evidence that a general maaaacre of 
Cbrlariana haa been understood by the looal 
governments to be the order of the day. 
There is an aotlviby and energy displayed 
by the government in recent efforts to en- 
compaas the Christians and put off their 
names and existence chat points to a newly 
formed plan to be put into execution with as 
little waste of time as poaaible." 

Referring to a case which came under his 
own notice, tho writer aays : 

" A Proteatant woman waa assaulted by 
throe Turks. They were tried and found 
guilty, but an infamona court, under the 
Influence of the atill more infamous gover- 
nor, reversed the judgment and released the 
guilty men." 

From this stoto of things thoro Is no rem- 
edy, tho writer says. No appeal can be 
mado and such crimes will become more 
frequent than ever. Terror and aniazjinent 
bavo taken hold of tho people to auah an ex- 
tent within tho past few monlha aa to be- 
come manifest even in their countenance 
Attempts hiivo been made by ofiisera acd 
aoldiers to draw Christiana into a quarrel, 
but havo so far failed. Moat of the oificers 
aro taking posaesaion of tho property of 
Christians and doing just aa they please 
withcub regard to law or justice." 

AN EXTENSIVE FELONY. 

The FBgltlve Prtsident of a Bank Tries to 
Compound With the Institution. 

Minneapolis, Feb, 22 —A letter from 
Louis F. Menage, the fugitive president cf 
the Northwestern Guarantee Loan Com- 
pany, in which $5,000,000 was sunk, is print- 
ed in an afternoon papar. Menage explains 
at length the real estate transactions of the 
concern to show how most of them would 
have boon profitable If the panic had not 
come. Ho says his intentions worohonesband 
that to liave remiiined meant death or the 
Insane asylum. Ho proposes to return and 
settle tho affairs of tho creditors saving 
much thereby if prosecution is dropped for 
five years. 

County Attorney Frank M. Nye waa 
asked regarding tho deairo of Menage to re- 
turn to Minneapolis and make the moat of 
the affairs of tho company if ho could 
bo assured immunity from prosecution un- 
til he had settled up matters. "Could 
any such state of affairs bo brought about?" 
ho was aaked, " Certainly nob," said Mr. 
Nye; " the laws cf the atate permit of no 
bargain or arrangements between tho state 
aide of tho case and tho defendant until the 
indictment la BAtisfied by trial. If Menage 
should return te-day I should lose 
no time In proasing the case against him. 
The only stay ho could have, as far aa I 
know, would be to give bonda for hia ap- 
pearance and thus secure hia liberty pend- 
ing trial, which would be set aa 
early as possible. The case against 
Menage ia, I think, a great deal stronger 
than that against Streeter, in which the 
jury disagreed, and the case being of such 
great importance it is especially incumbent 
upon the o£Boe of the county attorney to 
push it with all possible speed." 

WEST AFRICAN TR'JUBLBS. 

Natives Raid the Premises of the Koyiil Niprer 
Company and Behead the Asent. 

LivEurooL, Feb. 21 — Mail doapatohea 
from Weat Africa give details of the native 
raid on tho Royal Niger Company's head- 
quarters at Akasaa last month. The natives 
captured Mr. Wyae, chief of tho com- 
pany's printing work?, and took him to 
Nimbia, whore- they beheaded him. It ia 
boliovod that a largo number of tho com- 
pany's native employea wore killed or cap- 
tured. It is understood that a British ad- 
vance npon Nimbia is imminent.

Wealth in Great Britain and the United 
States Gontrasted— American 
Plutocrats. 

(Krom Chambers' Journal.) 
By a calculation mudo a short timo ogo by 
an American atatistician it seems that 
seventy citizjna of the United States pos- 
BPssed among them an aggregate wealth of 
£510,000.000. That givea an average of 
about £7,500,000 for each person. To come 
to particulars : Thero waa ono catalo — we 
refrain here from mentionlnp namoa — re- 
turned as worth no less than iJ.'iO.OOO.OOO 
Thoro woro five individuala valued at 
£20,(1(I(1,0(JU ; ono valued at £11,000,000 ; 
two valued at £ I'J.OOO.OOO ; six valued at 
£10,000,000; six valuid at £8,000,000; 
four valued at £7,000,000 ; thirtnon valued 
at £(i, 000,000 ; ten valued at £0,000,000 ; 
four valued at £4,000,000 ; and fifteen 
valued at £-1,000.000 Tho brain reela bo- 
foro such figures. Thoy cxpreaa measures 
of wealth whioh the ordinary mortal ia 
powerless to grasp. Ueaides these seventy 
ooIoBsal fortunea thoro were fifty other per- 
sona in tho Northern States alono valued at 
£2,000,000 each, thirty of them being

Thero woro 
tomo timo ago published liati of sixty-three 
millionaireB in Pennsylvunia poBBeBuing in 
tho aggregate £60,000 000, and of sixty per- 
sons in three villages near Now York whoao 
wealth aggregated £100,(«IO.OOO. Ia IJoston 
fifty fumilien pay taxoB on annual incomes 
of tthoat £'JO0,00O each. 

Wo have nothing to compare with nuoh 
individn:>l cases of wealth in Great Britain. 
Baron Rolhpohild and Lord Overtone each 
left about £.'1,500.000 ; tho late Lord Dud- 
ley left £4,000,000 ; tho late Duke of IJuc- 
cleugh, estimated to bo the richest Scotch- 
man, loft estates valued at £(),000.000, but 
not many names could be added to thoso to 
plaCQ Kfjainat the above list of American for- 
tunea. In 1884 there were only 10-1 persons

FACTS AND FIGURES. 

Interesting Inrormatlon Begardlng the Aus- 
tralaslai^ Colony of New Sontli 
Wales. 

The qaantltyof tallow exported from 
New South Wales oontinoea toinoreaso, not- 
withatanding that immense numbers of 
elioop <»rG reserved for purposes of moat ex- 
port instead of being boiled down. Tho 
quantity of tallow exported from New South 
Wales in ISOlJ was 50,010 caaka. This was 
larger than lu any preceding year, but the 
(juantity was incroaaed to 82,802 cisUa in 
1893, and 106,720 casks In 1894, having be- 
come doubled In two years. 

Tho govornmont savings bank of Now 
South Wales airjtd a good moans of testing 
tho material condition of tho more provident 
olasees in that oolony. The number of 
deposltora In 1894 waa 290,0,'i5, aa against 
192,466 in 1888 ; the deposits being £2,1 10,- 
048, against £1,191,419 in 1888 ; and the 
withdrawals £1,848.918, against £1,011.948 
in 1883, thus illnstrating the inoroaaing 
tendency on the parb of colonial dopoaitors 
bo Boonmolate their laTioia.

tho area under wheat last year being C5.3,- 
7.'J5 acroa, ogainB^ 593 SIO acres in 1893, an 
increaao of 59,925 ucroa in a single year. 
The yield ia expected to be 7,817,470 
bushels, against G, 502,715 bushels, an in- 
creuso of 1,314,701 bushels. Nearly half 
the wheat of the colony la now grown 
in tho Kiverlna district, and the aver- 
age yield, this aoason is nearly 13 
bushels per acre, tho counties bordering tho 
Murrumbidgeo showing about 11 bushela aa 
compared with 14j buahola for those in tho 
Murray valley. The area harvested for 
grain would have beon somewhat larger but 
for the fact that protracted dry weather 
oonipellGd tho farmers in many iaBtaneas to 
out the wheat for bay. 

Among the oo-opeMtlve aatoatationa 
formed in New Sonth Wales durtng 119't 
were the Dubbo Co-operative Meat Cbiiling 
Company, Monaro and South Coast Meat 
Freezing and Chilling Company, Nyngan 
Refrigerating and Boiling-Down Company, 
Australian Meat and Frodnce Supply 
Agency, North Coast Fresh Food and Cold 
Storage Company, Narrabri Refrigerating 
and Boiling-Down Company, Federal loo 
and Chilling Company, and GrazierB' Meat 
Export Conjpany, tho amount of eliaro cap- 
ital of eaoh rangintj from £'200.000 to £5,000. 

In 1894, 217,001) oaaea of preeorved meats 
woro exported from Now South Wales, 
against 170,417 oaaen In 1893, and 174.400 
oaaoa in 1S92 In 1891 thero were 533,995 
carcaaos of sheep exported, against 304,958 
in 1893, being an iaoreaae of 169,237 car- 
cases, or nearly 50 per cent, in twelve 
months. 

Tho (juontity of wool exported from New 
South Walna during 189! v.'a'! 081,570 bales, 
against 0(8 829 bales in 1803, and 590,057 
bales in 1892, or a total of nearly 2.000,000 
baloa in threo yoars. A oonEiderublo quantity 
of Now South Wales wool is oxpor'od oleo 
from Vlotoria, baring bean sent acroas tho 
river Murray to MelBoarne. 

Few people are aware of the extent to 
which some of tho minor British industries, 
such as the manufaaturo of bono handles for 
cutlery, are dependent upon the Australian 
supply of raw material. In 1894 New South 
Walea exported 892,181 buUooka' born a, 
againat 619,643 in 1892, and 712,295 in 1893 
The qoantit^ of boms rnnnally required in 
Great Britain and elaenbere for induatrial 
parpoaea la euormona.
